at Potgieters drift on Tuesday, Jan. 
16. The water rose nl.oie the waists 
of the mon. The Boers lired two shots 
and then recalled their forces to the 
trenches, the passage baWf uninter- 
rupted. 

The British advanced In skirmish- 
ing order, and the small kopjes on the 



During the night it rained heavily. 

Wednesday the Boer trenches were 
rigorously shelled in front of Mt. 
Alice, while the British remained in 
possession of the kopjes and plain. 
Heavy mists enveloped the hills, but 
the naval guns and the howitzer bat- 
tery made good practice, thoroughly 
searching the trenches. On the liber 
right a breach was made in a Hand- 
bag emplacement, where it is sup- 
posed l'.oer guns had been placed. The 
cannonade was heavy and continuous, 
anil the Doers were observed leaving 
the trendies in small parties. The 



brigade under Oen. Hart, comprising 
the Dublina, the Connaughta, the In- 
nlskilllngs and the border regiment, 
pro Seeded northwesterly to Spring- 
field. The position had previously 
been thoroughly reconnoitred. A 
few miles outside of Frcre Lord Dim- 
donald passed targets erected by the 
Doers to represent u force advancing

There are Jeriej and 
Holstein cows and Berkshire pigs, and 
the butter used is made by the most 
inodern process. 

Aside from the dozens of neat, com- 
fortable cottages owned by individual 
teachers and other persons, who have 
mttle.1 in this village for the purpose of 
•ducating their children, be will find 
ahirty-slx buildings of various kinds 
•ad built by the school, property 
valued at three hundred thousand dol- 
lars. Pirhipi the most interesting 
thing In connection with these build- 
ing! 1* that, with the exception of 
three, they have been built by student 
labor.
